The prior art of record fail to teach a graphical user interface which provides 
(displays) both air and ground traffic information (airborne and ground obstacles) 
comprising, among other limitations, displaying, on one a plurality of panels, an own 
ship symbol representing the pilot's aircraft and having a position on a graphical panel 
relative to the other symbols on the panel corresponding to actual relative positions of 
the obstacles relative to the pilot's aircraft. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Tran (US 6,873,269 B2) teaches a flight obstacle avoidance 
system which provides extended functions of terrain following guidance and space 
separation warnings; Fujisaki (US 6,748,325 B1) teaches a carrier (airplane) which

outputs a warning sign if an obstacle (an artificial structure) is in its path; Langner et al. 
(US 6,696,980 B1) teaches a cockpit instrument panel system and method of 
presenting cockpit instrument data to a pilot during a flight; and Aymeric et al. (WO 
00/39775) teaches an assistance system for avoiding terrain collision for an aircraft.
